This tree hy dro g en in the 
air mig ht hav e been su fficien tly 
co n cen trated to be ig n ited by 
lig htn in g o r by a sp ark. It wo u ld 
n o t n ecessarily hav e to be a 
g reat flash o f lig htn in g ; p erhap s 
it wasn ’t ev en seen by o bserv ers. 
“2. When lan din g , the water 
ballast is released fro m the 
tan ks. A stream o f water, co n ­ 
n ectin g with the earth, mig ht 
hav e serv ed as an electrical co n ­ 
du cto r to brin g a sp ark u p fro m 
the g ro u n d.

The War Dep artment discloses that at least 
55,000,000 trained soldiers can “sp ring to arms 
ov ernight” in 48 nations, and that the standing 
armies of the world now total 6,500,000 men. 
Writing of Eu rop e in the cu rrent Atlantic, an 
American observ er of obv iou s comp etence de­ 
scribes the qu iet ex odu s from more than one 
cap ital to ru ral areas remote from p ossible air 
attacks, the constru ction of bomb-p roof cellars 
and su bterranean airp orts, the mining of fron­ 
tier roads, the imbedding of steel rails in the 
soil to imp ede the p rogress of tanks and tru cks. 
The terrific ex cess p rofits tax in Chancellor 
Chamberlain’s new bu dget has shocked financial 
London, and not all his eu logizing of “the golden 
shower” of the British rearmament p rogram can 
disgu ise the fact that the national energies are 
being div erted from u sefu l and p rodu ctiv e en­ 
terp rise. 
The Leagu e of Nations is disestablished. Eu rop e 
is falling back on a series of regional p acts and 
dip lomatic realignments, of which the dev elop ­ 
ment of the “Berlin-Rome ax is” is of great cu r­ 
rent significance. Peace, where p eace lies within 
the intention of gov ernments, dep ends u p on in­ 
div idu al effort. The London Times p oints ou t, as 
the wolf demonstrated on the lamb, that two are 
not needed to make a qu arrel, bu t that it takes 
two to comp ose one. 
The smaller states in Central and Sou theastern 
Eu rop e, mu ltip lied in nu mber since the frontier- 
drawing of 1919, are u nder begu ilement and p res­ 
su re to join one armed camp or another. Ex cep t 
in The Netherlands and Scandinav ia bu dgets 
are u nbalanced, and ev en Great Britain, in her 
race to bu ild ship s and p lanes, is borrowing 
against the fu tu re. The United States, which 
ranks tenth as concerns the standing armies of 
the world and nineteenth in p otential trained 
reserv es, is sp ending close to $1,000,000,000 p er 
annu m on p rep arations for war.

Early morning crowds, retu rn­ 
ing to work after the week end, 
jammed su bway and su rface car 
sy stems, seriou sly tax ing those 
branches of the transp ortation 
network which was crip p led by 
the walkou t of 25,000 bu smen 
demanding shorter hou rs. 
The drop in coronation grand­ 
stand seat p rices affected lu x u ry 
accommodations p r i n c i p a l l y , 
thou gh some sp ecu lators believ ed 
there wou ld be a last-m inu te 
ru sh of bu y ing. 
Some Ox ford street flats, for 
which as mu ch as $1,000 had been 
asked, were adv ertised today for 
half th at amou nt. 
Sev eral large seating agencies 
said they were sold ou t of $25 
seats, bu t still were holding a big 
nu mber 
of 
the 
better 
seats, 
which are p riced from $100 to 
$200. 
While 
sp ecu lators 
worried 
abou t the lessening demand for 
seats, ministry of labor officials 
worried abou t the bu s strike 
which, if it continu es, wou ld 
make ev en more difficu lt 
the 
handling of coronation throngs. 
Early morning crowds in su b­ 
way stations indicated break­ 
downs more seriou s than those 
y esterday m ight occu r. 
Police, who were forced to 
close the Marble Arch and Ox ­ 
ford Circu s su bway stations at 
interv als Su nday u ntil they were 
cleared of stru ggling crowds of 
holiday makers, watched ap p re­ 
hensiv ely as growing streams of 
workers fou ght their way to al­ 
ready ov er-tax ed trahis. 
The consensu s was th a t a 
board of inqu iry , schedu led to 
begin hearings this morning at 
the behest of the labor ministry , 
cou ld not rep ort before Thu rsday | 
or Friday a t the earliest. 
Bu smen of the gov ernment- 
controlled sy stem stru ck when 
demands for a sev en and one- 
half hou r working day and slow­ 
er bu s schedu les were refu sed by 
the London Transp ort Board. 
F. W. Leggett, the labor minis­ 
try ’s chief conciliation officer, 
established 
contact 
with 
the 
workers’ u nion and the transp ort 
board. It was u nderstood efforts 
wou ld be made to obtain an in­ 
terim rep ort from the inqu iry 
board before Commons adjou rns 
Thu rsday , since some legislation 
might be requ ired to imp lement 
the board’s findings. 
Londoners meanwhile wheeled 
ou t thqir bicy cles or merely p lod­ 
ded wearily along

formerly serv ed by the big red 
bu ses. 
Already London thorou ghfares 


are beginning to teem with cor­ 
onation v isitors and an addition­ 
al flood is ex p ected in the nex t 
few day s to fu rther tangle the 
transp ortation p roblem.

FINDS IT PAYS 


TO TIP JUSTLY 


Wherever people travel 
the 
tipping problem rears its persist­ 
ent head. 
Travelers generally meet with 
the problem in three places: ho­ 
tels, trains and public dining 
places. 
For short stays, under ordinary 
circumstances, there’s only one 
person who nas to be tipped in 
the hotel—(he bellboy. 
It is the oellboy who “rooms” 
the guests—to use his own ex­ 
pression. The moment the guest 
arrives the captain of the bell­ 
boys turns his or her baggage 
and room key over to the bellboy 
who, in turn, settles the visitor 
in his temporary home. 
Bellboys in higher-priced ho­ 
tels receive a minimum of twen­ 
ty-five cents for a guest who has 
approximately two bags and per­ 
haps an extra hatbox or so. In 
less expensive hotels the tip is as 
low as a dime. 
Once settled in his room the 
guest does not need to do any 
further tipping until he calls the 
bellboy when he leaves—unless 
he requires additional services. 
If he wants meals brought to 
his room he telephones “room 
service.” Most hotels charge a set 
fee for each meal served in the 
guest’s room. In that case no oth­ 
er tip is necessary. 
For anything else—cigarets or 
a newspaper, for instance—he 
calls the bell captain. Ten or fif­ 
teen cents is the tip usually giv­ 
en to a bellboy who does such er­ 
rands. 
Trunks are generally delegated 
to a porter by the bell captain. 
Because his work is more stren­ 
uous, the porter is usually given 
about fifty cents, although a 
quarter is enough in many hotels. 
Guests who stay in a hotel for 
longer than a week should leave 
a tip for the maid or maids. Fif­ 
ty cents for each maid is about 
the minimum. 
Other tips include: 
From 10 to 20 per cent of the 
bill in public restaurants and 
dining rooms. (A lump sum tip 


of about five per cent is sufficient 
for an extended stay. It should 
be given at the conclusion of the 
stay.) 
Ten cents to a quarter for 
checking wraps or packages at 
checking desks or coat rooms. 
Between 10 and 20 per cent of 
the bill for services in a beauty 
parlor. (A quarter for the first 
dollar and a dime for each addi­ 
tional dollar. A dime for fifty 
cents or less.) 
A quarter to 50 cents to a Pull­ 
man porter for each day’s travel. 
(Overnight trips usually mean 
50 cents or more.) 
About 10 per cent of the bill for 
a taxi ride. 


FREE fiAROEN SEED 


Indianapolis, Ind. — Garden 
seed is being supplied to needy 
persons and families through­ 
out Indiana by the governor’s 
commission on unemployment 
relief, but on a smaller scale 
than in the three previous years, 
it was announced today by the 
garden and food conservation 
division of the GCUR. 
The seed is being distributed 
through township trustees to 
persons who are unable to pur­ 
chase their own seed, with the 
understanding they grow sub­ 
sistence gardens either on home 
grounds or on plots supplied by 
the trustees. 
Recipients of the seed are per­ 
sons who are receiving direct re­ 
lief from township trustees in­ 
cluding any type of supplement­ 
al aid, and works progress ad­ 
ministration families who regu­ 
larly are receiving supplemental 
direct relief, such as food or fuel, 
from trustees. 
The division pointed out that 
any person or family able to buy 
seed is not participating in the 
GCUR free distribution. 
Seed 
being distributed includes beans, 
beets, carrots, lettuce, radishes, 
corn, spinach and turnips. 
Eighty-five garden instructors 
are working upder the WPA edu­ 
cation division in connection 
with the individual and mass 
garden programs as sponsored 
by the township trustee. 
Ap­ 
proximately the same number of 


canning instructors are to assist 
with a canning program during 
the summer and fall.' 
In commenting on the cur­ 
tailed program, GCUR officials 
announced that mass gardens 
are being limited this year to 
communities where the winter 
relief loads warrant such gar­ 
dens.

A school for jay-walkers and 
“kick-me club” are two of the 
novel methods that have been 
evolved in efforts to aid 
the 
safety problem, according to Todd 
Stoops, secretary-manager of the 
Hoosier Motor Club. 
The jay-walkers school is an 
experiment undertaken by city 
authorities 
in Hanover, 
Ger­ 
many, according to reports from 
the Royal Automobile Club. Pe­ 
destrians who cross the street 
against the signals are required 
to attend a class of instruction 
the following Sunday and, in ad­ 
dition, are required to pay one 
mark for the privilege of instruc­ 
tion. 
The “kick-me club” was started 
in Portland, Oregon, by a group 
of business men who had be­ 
come greatly exercised over the 
mounting accident toll. 
“The rules of this unique ord­ 
er,” Mr. Stoops said, “provide 
that any one of the members 
seen breaking a traffic regula­ 
tion by a club brother will be 
subject to a kick by all members 
of the club. 
“It will be interesting to watch 
the results of both these experi­ 
ments, particularly the school for 
jay-walkers, since pedestrian fa­ 
talities are one of the major 
causes of bad safety records in 
many large municipalities. 
“In Washington, D. C., for ex­ 
ample, pedestrian 
deaths ac­ 
count for approximately 75 per 
cent of all motor vehicle fatali­ 
ties. As a corrective measure, pe­ 
destrian lights mere installed on 
two of the city’s busiest intersec­ 
tions but it was found that less 
than one-third of the people 


crossing at the corners obeyed 
the lights that had been in­ 
stalled for their own protection. 
Undoubtedly, a school for pedes­ 
trians who failed to obey traffic 
signals and to follow the rules 
of safety would not lack for stu­ 
dents.” ^
